LONDON (AP) — U.S. Score- 
tary of State Dean Rusk warned 
today the East-West arms race 
cannot be ended unless and until 
Soviet Union abandons its obses­ 
sion on secrecy. He spoke at the 
opening mi nigeria! session of the 
Central 
Treaty 
Organization 
(CENTO). 
“The Soviet Union has, thus far, 
been unwilling to agree to an ef­ 
fective treaty banning all nuclear 
testing.” Rusk said. “ In tne cir­ 
cumstances. the United States has 
had no choice but to assume its 
responsibility to look to the com­ 
mon 
defense 
and 
conduct 
a

clear tests.”

UNGRATEFUL TITO 
It must be accepted from now on that Tito, 
the dictator of Jugoslavia, who has taken more 
than a billion of our dollars, is an ungrateful cur, 
as they used to say in the dime, novels. Ho is a 
plain bum who takes and bites the hand that 
gives him the hand-out. 
He is now at peace with Soviet Russia, having 
to all intents and purposes entered the Soviet 
Universal State. At the next Communist Party 
Congress in the Kremlin, it is to be expected that 
Tito, wearing all his medals, decorated like a 
masquerader, will stand on the right of Khrush­ 
chev, an enemy of the United States. He will take 
Chou En-lai's place, now that the Chinese Red* 
have become Albanians. 
Those who continue to believe that the Rus­ 
sians are not making political progress do not 
quite grasp what Khrushchev’s objectives are ami 
how he affects other Soviet nations 
Tito is and has always been a Communist. It 
has paid him to adopt the attitude of being a 
National Communist; that is, one who believes in 
the general principles of Marxism-Leninism but 
who also holds that this system can be adapted 
to each country's history and traditions and that 
it is not necessary to establish a Soviet Universal 
State. 
Holding this view, he formed a separate al­ 
liance with Nehru and Nasser and established 
the doctrine of neutralism which resulted in the 
Bandung Conference (1955) and which today in­ 
fluences the position of most Asiatic and African 
countries. Tito, of course, was not present at 
Bandung but his influence was there. 
Assuming that half a loaf is better than none 
at all. It was State Department policy during the 
Elsenhower Administration and it is policy now, 
but less so, to regard the neutral countries as 
worthy of our economic and military assistance. 
As a result of his neutralistic gambit, Tito got 
more than a billion dollars from us. 
But he has now come out into the open. He is 
not only a Communist but he is an ally of Khrush­ 
chev. It would not at all be astonishing if Tito 
uses his new relationship to go after Albania, a 
ittle Communist country that lies adjacent to 
his but which is presently more allied to Red 
China than to Soviet Russia 
This must be understood about the Communist 
devolution: it presents several facades. One is the 
fundamental, ideological Marxist-Leninist position 
on all phases of life and thought. This possesses 
the quality of religious ritualism and obedience. 
This side of Communist life is the same with all 
Communists and there can be no distinction 
among them. However, as this movement oper­ 
ates, it breaks into lour groups, the Orthodox 
Marxists who are represented by the Chinese- 
Albanian group; the Right deviationists who used 
to be represented by Tito; the Orthodox Lenin- 
sts represented by Khrushchev; the Stalinists of 
whom Molotov is the leader. The Stalinists and 
the Chinese-Albanian group tend to coalesce. Tito 
has now joined Khrushchev. 
The inner politics of the Soviet Universal 
State are in a constant state of flux. For instance, 
such satellites as Fidel Castro and Cheddi Jagan 
cannot be readily identified. They go as the wind 
blows. Such neutrals as Nehru and Nasser are 
frightened by the developments which must en­ 
gulf them as they are helpless. 
It is not sound to exaggerate the differences 
among these various groups and personalities: 
they are all opposed to demociwcy and capitalism. 
They all believe that the world — the entire world 
— must be conquered by Marxism-Leninism; that 
the mystical, monotheistic religions have nm 
their course, much as Christianity reduced the 
magnitude of Judaism and totally eliminated 
Manichaeism. They are uncompromising in their 
assumptions concerning dialectical materialism.

A Constitutional Question: 
Fixing Voter Qualifications 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 
WASHINGTON — An editor­ 
ial in The New York Times on 
the subject of "qualifications" 
for voting has startled many of 
the constiuttonal lawyers of the 
country. Tho doctrine expressed 
is novel. It is that, when the 
Fifteenth 
Amendement 
was 
adopted just after the Civil War 
this action gave Congress an 
overriding power to fix voter 
qualifications. 
The Times editorial puts it this 
W'ay: 
"The Constitution does pro­ 
vide, in Section 2 of Article I 
that voters for Congress shall 
have the qualifications Axed by 
each state for electors of th* 
most numerous boule of its leg­ 
islature. But this provision, like 
all others in the Constitution, is 
subject to the overriding limita 
tions Imposed after the Civil War 
in 
the Fifteenth Amendment. 
The Fifteenth Amendment says 
that the right to vote shall not 
be denied or abridged on account 
of race or color. And it gives 
Congress the power to enforce 
that sweeping command by ap- 
‘ propria to legislation’. ’’ 
But, if this be true, lawyers 
are asking what was the mean 
ing of the action taken- 43 years 
after the Fifteenth Amendment 
was proclaimed when the peo 
pl** of the United States in 1913 
ra tify the Seventeenth Amend­ 
ment reiterating the exact lan­ 
guage of the original Article I?

fications requisite for electors 
Df the most numerous branch of 
the state legislatures.” 
This relates specifically to the 
sole right of the state’s to fix 
voter "qualifications.” It is ob­ 
vious that every voter always 
must be given a square deal and 
cannot be denied his chance to 
vote only becall**' of race or 
rotor. But to say that, because 
the Constitution has forbidden 
the states to discriminate, they 
have thereby lost their power to 
jet what they, in their judge­ 
ment, consider a proper qualifi­ 
cation for voting, is to argue 
that a mere act of congress now 
can amend the Constitution. 
The Times editorial does con­ 
cede that the states still have 
rome powers left. It says:

But if Congress has the "over­ 
riding” right to fix ’’standards," 
then, in an endeavor to abolish 
racial discrimination in factories, 
a law could be enacted setting 
"efficiency” standards in employ­ 
ment based on a fixed number 
of years of experience in a par­ 
ticular trode or profession. It 
could require an employer to 
hire, whenever there are enough 
applicants, at least one colored 
worker for every white employe. 
Tile argument could be made 
that "equal protection of the 
law,’’ as set forth In the Four­ 
teenth Amendment, overrides all 
other articles of the Constitution. 
In reality, tho Supreme Court 
in two decisions has declared 
that neither the Fourteenth nor 
the Fifteenth Amendment gave 
any additional powers to Con­ 
gress but merely forbade discrim­ 
ination in respect to the use of 
existing power*. 
There are plenty of ways, how­ 
ever, to circumvent the Consti­ 
tution if the public is indifferent 
and accepts the doctrine that 
the end justifies the means.”

UNGRATEFUL TITO 


I t m ust be accepted from now on that Tito, 
the dictator of Jugoslavia, who has taken more 
than a billion of our dollars, is an ungrateful cur. 
as they used to say in the dime, novels. He is a 
plain bum who takes and bites the hand 
gives him the hand-out. 
He is now at peace with Soviet Russia, having 
to all intents and purposes entered the Soviet 
Universal State. At the next Communist P arty 
Congress in the Kremlin, it is to be expected that 
Tito, wearing all his medals, decorated like a 
m asquerader, will stand on the right of K hrush­ 
chev, an enemy of the United States. He will take 
Chou En-lai’s place, now' that the Chinese Reds 
have become Albanians. 
Those who continue to believe that the Rus­ 
sians are not making political progress do not 
quite grasp what Khrushchev’s objectives are and 
how he affects other Soviet nations 
Tito is and has always been a Communist. It 
has paid him to adopt the attitude of being a 
National Communist; that is. one who believes in 
the general principles of Marxism-Leninism but 
who also holds that this system can he adapted 
to each country’s history and traditions and that 
it is not necessary to establish a Soviet Universal 
State. 
Holding this view, he formed a separate al­ 
liance with Nehru and N asser and established 
the doctrine of neutralism which resulted in the 
Bandung Conference (1955) and which today in­ 
fluences the position of m ost Asiatic and African 
countries. Tito, of course, was not present at 
Bandung but his influence was there. 
Assuming that half a loaf is better than none 
at all. it was State D epartm ent policy during the 
Eisenhower Adm inistration and it is policy now. 
but less so, to regard the neutral countries as 
worthy of our economic and m ilitary assistance. 
As a result of his neutralistic gambit, Tito got 
more than a billion dollars from us. 
But ho has now' come out into the open. He is 
not only a Communist but he is an ally of K hrush­ 
chev. It would not at all be astonishing if Tito 
uses his new relationship to go after Albania, a 
little Communist country th at lies adjacent to 
his but which is presently more allied to Red 
China than to Soviet Russia. 
This m ust be understood about the Communist 
Revolution: it presents several facades. One is the 
fundamental, ideological M nrxist-Leninist position 
on all phases of life and thought. This possesses 
the quality of religious ritualism and obedience. 
This side of Communist life is the sam** with all 
Communists and there can be no distinction 
among them. However, as this movement oper- 
ates, it breaks into tour groups, the Orthodox | 
M arxists who are represented by the Chinese- 
Albanian group; the Right dev iationists who used 
to be represented by Tito; the Orthodox Lenin­ 
ists represented by Khrushchev: the Stalinists of 
w’hom Molotov is the leader. The Stalinists and 
the Chinese-Albanian group tend to coalesce. Tito 
has now joined Khrushchev. 
Tho inner politics of the Soviet Universal 
State are in a constant state of flux. For instance. 
such satellites as Fidel Castro and Chcddi Jagan 
cannot be readily identified. They go as the wind 
blows. Such neutrals as Nehru and Nasser are 
frightened by the developments which must en­ 
gulf them as they are helpless. 
It is not sound to exaggerate the differences 
among these various groups and personalities: 
they are all opposed to democancy and capitalism. 
They all believe that the world — the entire world 
m ust be conquered by Marxism-Leninism; th at 
the mystical, monotheistic religions have m n 
their course, much as Christianity m inced the

WASHINGTON — An editor­ 
ial In The New' York Time:, on 
the subject of '‘qualifications” 
for voting has startled many of 
the consitutional lawyers of the 
country'. The doctrine expressed 
is novel. It is that, when the 
Fifteenth 
Amendement 
was 
adopted just after the Civil War, 
this action gave Congress an 
overriding power to fix voter 
qualifications. 
The Times editorial puts It this 
w'ay: 
"The Constitution does 
pro­ 
vide, in Section 2 of Article I. 
that voters for Congress shall 
have the qualifications fixed by 
each state for electors of the 
most numerous house of its leg­ 
islature. But this provision, like 
all others in the Constitution, is 
subject to the overriding lim ita­ 
tions imposed after the Civil War 
in 
the 
Fifteenth 
Amendment. 
The Fifteenth Amendment says 
that the right to vote shall not 
be denied or abridged on account 
of race or color. And it gives 
Congress the power to enforce 
that sweeping command by ap­ 
propriate legislation’. ” 
But, if this be true, lawyers 
are asking what was the m ean­

the state legislatures.” 
This relates specifically to the 
sole right of the states to fix 
voter “qualifications.” It is ob­ 
vious that every voter always 
must be given a square deal and 
cannot bo denied his chance to 
vote only because of race or 
rotor. But to say that., because 
the Constitution has forbidden 
the states to discrim inate, they 
have thereby lost their power to 
set what they, in their judge­ 
ment. consider a proper qualifi­ 
cation for voting, is to argue 
that a m ere act of congress now 
can amend the Constitution. 
The Times editorial does con­ 
cede that the states still have 
some powers left. It says:

But the Attorney General him­ 
self adm its that he could prose­ 
cute such discrim ination today 
under the Fifteenth Amendment, 
though he frankly states that a 
Federal law would save him a lot 
of bother. 
What the proponents 
of the new legislation before the 
Senate this week really are say­ 
ing is that, because they suspect 
the good faith of certain states 
and do not wish to take the trou­ 
ble to prove in court that those 
state officers have exercised dis­ 
crim ination. the provisions of the

If. indeed, a state can 
fix a third grade education or a 
college degree as a standard for 
qualification, it will he asked:

sons? 
High Court Killing 
But if Congress has the “over­ 
riding” right to fix “standards.” 
then, in an endeavor to abolish 
racial discrimination in factories, 
a law could be enacted setting 
‘'efficiency” standards in employ­ 
ment based on a fixed num ber 
of yearn of experience in a par­ 
ticular trade or profession. It 
could n'quire an employer to 
hire, whenever there are enough 
applicants, at least one colored 
w orker for every white employe. 
The argum ent could be made 
that “(‘qual protection 
of the 
law.” as set forth in the Four­ 
teenth Amendment, overrides ail 
other articles of the Constitution. 
In reality, the Supreme Court 
in two decisions has declared 
that neither the Fourteenth nor 
the F ifteenth Amendment gave 
any additional powers to Con­ 
g r id but m erely fort lade diserim- 
ins ti on in respect to the use of 
existing powers. 
Then• are plenty of ways, how­ 
ever, to circumvent the Consti­ 
tution if the public is indifferent 
and accepts the doctrine that 
“the end justifies the means.” 
Them is currently prevalent in 
some quarters a mood of impa­ 
tience with the method of am end­ 
ing the Constitution prescribed 
in that document itself. The New 
York Time* expresses som ething 
of this mood in the concluding 
paragraph of its editorial as fol­ 
low*: “It i* lime to put aside

by "fresh eggs" in modern times 
but years ago, the item dei*erifo*d 
it thus: "Fresh in 24 hours, $2.50 
per UK). Fresh in 48 hours $2.00 
per IOO. Address. H. J. Buding- 
ton." 
In my time, Barney Mann got 
his eggs fresh from the farmer 
in his grocery store,, and we 
would get them, nice white eggs 
and no doubt not too many hours 
old. I never rcmemtier them put 
up in crate* in his store. Crated 
eggs were always for the city not 
tor householders around here. 
Barney Mann’s fruit and vege­ 
tables were brought in fresh 
from the farmer daily, whatever 
was in season. We knew when he 
bought them and they did not 
last long in his store. He had 
winter carrots too, which never 
saw the inside of a plastic bag, 
they were in a bushel basket, but 
when you broke one, it had the 
aroma of a real carrot.

Rt’fur^iAtion in New York is 
lag business. This spring, nearly 
25 million tm** will be sold from 
slate tree nurseries. In Ulster 
County alone, over 133 thousand 
seedlings will 
be planted on 
private and public lands. 
Most 
people 
plant tires to 
grow timider and other forest 
products. Tree cover, however, 
serves many other purposes. On 
steep hillsides, trees help pre­ 
vent land erosion. Around build­ 
ings they serve aa windbrakei 
and for landscaping. 
In many 
area* they are planted for water­ 
shed protection or wildlife cover. 
Whatever 
the 
purpose, 
tree 
planting puts idle land to work. 
It can return great benefits to 
the landowner. 
If you plan to plant this spring, 
here are a few suggestions to 
help you do a better .jot). First, 
plan your planting before the 
trees arrive from the nursery. 
Know where the trees will be 
planted. Don’t try to plant in 
swampy places, in very shallow­ 
er dry- soils, or in very brushy 
or forest covered areas Plant­ 
ing these sites is wasted effort. 
You will get poor survival and 
poor growth in future years. 
Know the spacing to leave be­ 
tween trees. Don’t crowd them. 
Red pine and larch should be 
lanted at a spacing of 8 feet by 
feet. Norway spruce, white 


When your seedlings arrive, 
care for them. The trees will 
survive for a week or more in 
their packing of moss and tar­ 
paper if kept coed and moist. If 
you don’t have a cool place for 
storage, or if you must store 
them for a longer time, do the 
following: Find a cool, moist; 
patch OI ground. Dig a trench 
the width of a shovel and eight 
inches deep. Unwrap the ta r­ 
paper packing. Inside will be 
several small bundles of trees. 
Place these small bundles In the 
trench. Cover tho roots with 
soil. W ater liberally. If neces­ 
sary, shade the trees to keep 
the hot sun off. When planting, 
dig up the bundles as you need 
them. With this method, your 
trees will remain healthy until 
planting time. Prompt planting 
properly done assures plantation 
survival. 
At planting time, always keep 
the tree roots moist. Carry the 
seedlings In a bucket of muddy 
water as you plant. Dig the 
holes deep and wide enough for 
the roots to set freely without 
being curled and twisted. Plant 
one tree to a hole. Set it straight 
in the ground. Carefully press 
the soil around the roots. Then 
pack the soil firmly around the 
tree with your heel. These steps 
will insure a good planting.
